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THE GREAT FIRE AT QUEBEC. 
UPpwakps of 20,000 people burnt out! Above a fortnight has 
elapsed since news of the dire calamity summed up in the 
foregoing sentence reached the ears of the British public. 
The information was probably too condensed to make an im- 
pression commensurate with the disaster. Since then, how- 
ever, details have been given, by the help of which the mind 
may roughly measure the extent of this terrible conflagration, 
and estimate the suffering which, of necessity, has followed it, 
The first sensation of awe having passed away, there is, as 
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might well have been expected, an outburst of sympathy ; 
and, in the Anglo-Saxon mind, we rejoice in being able to 
add, sympathy speedily takes the form of action. 

The facts of the case are soon told. On Saturday night, 
Oct. 13, a few men met in one of the small wooden houses of 
St. Roch’s parish, the French Canadian quarter of the city of 
Quebec, to spend the night at card-playing and revelry. 
They prolonged their carousal far into the morning of the 
Sunday. The excitement of drink added to the excitement of 


their game. They quarreled, and high words soon passed 
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into blows, In the scuffle the lamp was upset, and broken, 
and, the oil running over the floor having ignited, the house 
was quickly wrapped in flames. The wind washigh. The 
wooden tenements which were crowded in that district had 
been made increasingly combustible by the heat of the pre- 
ceding summer. They fed the advancing flame until in an 
hour or two the fire got beyond all human control. Some 
time elapsed after the alarm had been given before 
engines and firemen reached the scene of devastation. 
Through some municipal neglect, the supply of water 
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was found insufficient, and report has it (but, for the honour 
of our common nature, we hope untruly), that what there was 
eould not be instantly made available on account of the hose 
having been cut by some ruffianin the crowd. By seven 
o'clock on Sunday morning the conflagration was terrific. The 
assistance of the military was then sought and promptly given. 
Houses were blown up and torn down with the utmost 
rapidity by a detachment of the Rifle Brigade and Artillery ; 
but the gaps thus made were easily leapt over by the 
devouring flame, Then those who had houses still standing 
brought out their furniture to the surrounding spaces of 
meadow land, and sat down by their families and chattels 
in blank despair. The hillsides were covered by them— 
mothers with half-clad children, fathers stupefied by terror, 
old men and matrons trembling with dismay—watching the 
disappearance of their houses in that huge, yawning gulf of 
fire. Before the close of Sunday afternoon the flames had 
ceased to find fuel, and darkness descended upon a houseless 
multitude. 

The calamity is enhanced by special circumstances, Within 
a month—perhaps much earlier—winter will set in, and winter 
in Canada East is a season of bitter severity. From the time 
of the closing of the St. Lawrence by frost to the release of 
its mighty stream by the spring thaw, the trade of Quebec 
stagnates, and the poorer inhabitants, unable to find employ- 
ment, live scantily upon the savings of their summer earnings. 
They will need to be fed as well as housed; for the disaster 
which has swept away their abodes has also destroyed their 
ordinary means of subsistence. Canada, although a thriving 
colony, possesses no accumulation of wealth. Her capital, as 
fast as it is made, disappears in the soil, She may be 
trusted indeed, has addressed 
herself duty; but she has 
the resources which present emergency demands. 
Lord Monck, the Governor-General, promptly forwarded 
a large number of military tents to Quebec for the 
temporary shelter of the houseless. Efforts are being made 
everywhere throughout the province to mitigate the suffering 
which the fire has occasioned,

But, however ready the good- 
will of the Canadians, their means are inadequate to the 
emergency. Appeals for assistance will therefore be made in 
England and France, and in the United States, and will, no 
doubt, evoke the usual liberal response, In fact, England has 
not waited for a formal application. Before the appeal for- 
warded to this country by the Mayor of Quebec had reached 
its destination public attention had been called to the subject— 
Sir Edmund Head, an ex-Governor General of Canada, had 
urged the necessity of instant action; and on Monday the 
Lord Mayor, ever foremost in deeds of generosity, graced the 
office which he was about to vacate by initiating a Mansion 
House fund. Manchester also has stirred with its accustomed 
alacrity, and there is reason to hope that the relief con- 
tributed by the mother country will be large and substantial. 

Canada has an unusually strong claim upon the liberality 
of this country. Her people cling with passionate attach- 
ment to British connection, although they might at any time 
loose themselves from it if such were their will. Nor is their 
political union with us maintained without considerable 
sacrifice on their part. At this moment they are suffering 
great anxiety and inconvenience, from which they might in- 
stantly rid themselves by dissolving the tie which binds them 
to Great Britain. Fenianism would not threaten Canada, much 
less strike her, but with a view to inflict through her a wound 
upon old England, The colony is compelled to keep up an 
attitude of incessant watchfulness, and to make costly mili- 
tary preparations to ward off a hostile aggression which 
vindictive hate towards the mother country is plotting to 
launch aguinst its peace. The Canadian exchequer is deeply 
drawn upon, and Canadian industry is grievously interrupted, 
to furnish money and men for the defence of the soil against 
a lawless foe whose quarrel is exclusively with us. Loyally 
and manfully have the people of the colony borne themselves 
in this their season of peril, and steadfastly have they upheld 
the honour of the empire in the face of the fiercest and most 
unprovoked menace, Now is our time to show that we appre- 
ciate their fidelity and reciprocate their attachment, As far 
as may be possible, let us take the burden of this late mis- 
fortune off their hands, not merely for the sake of what 
humanity may claim from us, but also in prompt and hearty 
recognition of what is due to leal-hearted subjection to a 
common Sovereign, Home should not forget those who 
remember home, 

Great fires, ruthless as their work is, often prove successful 
reformers, The Great Fire of London purged the City of 
plague. From all that we can learn, we infer that Quebec 
might turn this terrible visitation to good account. The 
district devastated by the devouring element offers a spacious 
area for domiciliary improvement. What has been swept 
away may be replaced by something slightly more worthy 
at least of modern civilisation, It is not well, it is not 
in keeping with the prevailing ideas of these times, that 
above half the population of a great city should be 
hutted in place of being housed. That it should have been 
so in Quebec may be easily and satisfactorily explained. But 
is it necessary that the future should resemble the past? The 
city has lived in perpetual fear of what has now overtaken it. 
It may be fairly questioned whether, looked at from an eco- 
nomical point of view, tenements constructed of a more 
durable material than wood, even in a locality in which wood 
abounds, would in the long run require a greater outlay than 
such frail dwelling-places as the recent conflagration has con- 
sumed, Winter, it is true, will not wait for man’s convenience, 
but then winter is so close at hand that requisite shelter for 
those who have been burnt out must needs be largely of a 
temporary kind, A far-seeing and public-spirited municipal 





administration might surely deal with the immediate 
emergency without surrendering the opportunity of per- 
manenfly improving the domiciliary condition of the city. 
Neither in the Old World nor in the New is there any lack of 
examples which the authorities of Quebec might consult and 
copy with advantage. 

Recurring, however, to the chief object we had before us in 
calling our readers’ attention to this frightful visitation, we 
cannot but observe that appeals to British liberality have been 
somewhat frequent of late years. Well; but where the case 
has been urgent no such appeal has failed. The truth is, the 
habit of giving nobly, like all other habits, is developed, not 
destroyed, by exercise. No higher privilege can be con- 
ferred on men than that which finds its enjoyment in 
ministering seasonable help to those whom sudden and 
unforeseen calamity has flung into the depths of need 
and misery. A goodly proportion of our men of wealth 
evidently feel this, Events no sooner open a fresh channel 
for their munificence than the stream of their contributions 
flows into it as by a law of moral gravitation. Already, we 
are glad to perceive, the cry of distress from across the ocean 
has evoked a ready and cheering response, Happily, by means 
of the Atlantic cable, the money subscribed on this side is 
instantly available on the other. May it fully equal the 
demands of the occasion ! 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 


Paris, Thursday, Nov. 8. 

THE long-promised review by the Emperor of the regiments of the 
Imperial Guard in garrison in Paris and the troops quartered at 
Versailles was held on Monday, on the racecourse at Longchamp 
and the park of St. James. The infantry, consisting of voltigeurs, 
grenadiers, chasseurs and gendarmes a pied, Algerian riflemen, and 
zouaves, composed a force of from 15,000 to 16,000 bayonets, The 
cavalry, consisting chiefly of dragoons and lancers, numbered 3500 
sabres. In addition to these there were twelve batteries of artillery, 
with ammunition and military trains; and, altogether, something 
like 22,000 men of all arms were on the ground, under the 
command in chief of Marshal Count de St. Jean d’Angely. 
Soon after the troops had taken up their position, the Emperor, 
accompanied by the Empress and Prince Imperial, who were like- 
wise on horseback, rode in front of the lines. The cheering at this 
moment was deafening. After this satisfactory display we shall 
have no further sinister reports of the state of the Emperor's health 
for some time to come. Sundry evolutions having been gone 
through, the troops defiled in mass before the Imperial party. The 
crowds of people assembled were immense; the day was, in every 
respect, favourable ; the sun shone brilliantly, and, for the time of 
year, the temperature was remarkably mild, Altogether, the affair 
passed off admirably. 

On Tuesday the first meeting of the Imperial Commission for the 
reorganisation of the French army was held at the Tuileries, under 
the presidency of the Emperor. It is anticipated that the Court will 
not proceed to Compiégne until this commission has concluded its 
sittings and drawn up its report. 

The rumoured treaty of alliance, offensive and defensive, between 
the Courts of Berlin and St. Petersburg and the proposed increase 
in the Russian army, are creating a good deal of uneasiness among 
the Parisians, who are not disposed to reconcile themselves to the 
aggressive position which they conceive Prussia is bent upon 
assuming in Europe. The French, moreover, feel that their tacitly 
admitted military supremacy is likely to be called ere long into 
question, so that most people look upon the Emperor’s proposal for 
the more efficient organisation of the army with favour. 

General Menebrea, Italian Commissioner for arranging the terms 
of the treaty of peace between Austria and Italy, has arrived in Paris, 
charged, it is understood, with a mission to the agents of some of the 
petty Italian Princes respecting certain private property the restitu- 
tion of which was guaranteed them by the treaty in question. 

At the reopening of the law courts, the other day, M. Delan 
phar pe teen Ng tay an address to the Judges on the li 
and character of M. Dupin, his friend and predecessor, The late 
Procureur-Général had strong Orleanist sympathies ; nevertheless, he 
was generous enough to render justice to the genius for government 
of the present Emperor. In the course of a comparison which he 
instituted between the two Napoleons, M. Delangle tells us he 
affirmed that Napoleon III., unlike his uncle, “ possessed that virtue 
which is the rey! virtue of Sovereigns—combined with his genius 
for government he had the precious gift of moderation, and it is by 
that, while adding to the military glory of France two immortal 
pages, he has succeeded in restoring to the Empire its popularity and 
its prosperity. Perhaps I have not always been just towards him,” 
continued M. Dupin, “ I now regret it.”

examination for those aspiring to become officers and staff officers, a new law 
of promotion, changes in the organisation of the general staff, reform of the 
military penal laws, alleviation of the burdens of the public Treasury by a 
considerable reduction in the number of officers, and the partial cessation of 
promotion, special ordinances with regard to furloughs, and removal from 


active service. 
PRUSSIA AND NORTH GERMANY. 


The Superior Court of Berlin has confirmed the decision of the 
ordinary tribunal acquitting Herr von Twesten of the charge 
brought against him by the Government authorities in consequence 
of his outspoken language in the Chamber of Deputies upon the 
administration of justice, 

The Prussian forces in Saxony are ordered to be reduced to a 
peace footing. 

The Upper Chamber of Carlsruhe has adopted unanimously a 
motion in favour of the adhesion of the Grand Duchy of Baden to 
the Northern Confederation, while at the same time expressing a 
wish that the duchy should preserve its separate existence. The 
same body next voted, with the exception of a minority of three 
members only, in favour of an offensive and defensive alliance with 
Prussia, and for the conclusion of a military convention in that 
sense with the Cabinet of Berlin. The assembly next carried 
unanimously motions in favour of a permanent commercial, railway, 
and telegraphic union, and for the creation of a common right of 
citizenship for all Germany, 

RUSSIA. 

Count Revertera, the Austrian Minister at St. Petersburg, has 

pour the Czarewitch with the Order of St. Stephen, accompanied 
y an autograph letter from the Emperor Francis Joseph. 

An Imperial manifesto has been issued ordering the military and 
naval forces to be raised to their full strength by a levy of recruits 
throughout the whole empire, in the proportion of four to every 
thousand of the male population. The recruiting is to take place 
between Jan. 15 and Feb. 15, 1867. 

Intelligence received at St. Petersburg, vid Orenburg, from 
Bokhara, states that the Emir had released the Russian merchants 
whom he had captured, but had again made preparations for defence. 
No communication being forthcoming from the Emir at the expiration 
of the term fixed by the Russians for a reply to the proposals they 
had made to the Emir, the Russian Governor, General Kryschanowski, 
crossed the Bokharian frontier, and, after a siege which lasted eight 
days, took by assault on the 2nd ult. the fortress of Urtube, capturing 
sixteen guns, four flags, and many prisoners. The Russians, it is 
stated, lost three officers and a hundred men killed and wounded ; 
the enemy’s losses were considerable, 

Taschkend, a town of Independent Turkestan, has, at the wish 
of its inhabitants, been annexed to Russia. On Sept. 11 the first 
stone of an orthodox temple was laid at Taschkend, and the cere- 
mony was followed by a national féte. 

THE UNITED STATES,

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THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES AT 
NORWICH. 


A View of Costessey Hall, the mansion of Lord Stafford, in the 
neighbourhood of Norwich, where the Prince and Princess of Wales 
and her mother, the Queen of Denmark, were the guests of his 
Lordship during two or three days of last week, has appeared in 
this Journal. We now give some Ulustrations of the proceedings in 
the city of Norwich on Wednesday week, when these Royal personages, 
having been joined by the Duke of Edinburgh, who was stayin

THE GREAT FIRE 
AT QUEBEC. 
THE great fire which de- 
stroyed nearly a third part 
of the city of Quebec, on 
Sunday, the 14th ult., has 
been mentioned among 
other news. ‘The aspect 
of the black and smoulder- 
ing ruins, as viewed the 
day after the fire from 
the Marine Hospital, is 
well shown by the En- 
graving, from a _ photo- 
graph by Messrs. W. A. 
Legge and Co., of Quebec, 
which appears on the 
opposite page. The extent 
and situation of the fire 
may be seen by reference 
to the plan given on page 
462, Its locality was the 
low ground, overbuilt 
chiefly with small wooden 
houses, at the back of the 
city, on the banks of the 
River Charles which 
thence flows around the 
peninsula of Ware Point 
and passes into the St. 
Lawrence. The space 
covered by this conflagra- 
tion is about a mile and 
a half square; in fact, it 
may be said that one half 
of St. Roch’s ward and the 
whole of St. Sauveur, 
Boisseauville, and its ex- 
tension, comprising three 
projected streets, the pro- 
rty of the Hotel Dieu, 
nave been completely laid 
waste. A moderate com- 
utation places the num- 
r of houses destroyed 
at about 2500, and the 
total loss in real estate 
and household property, 
burned or damaged, at be- 
tween 2,500,000 dols. and 
8,000,000 dolsa. The num- 
ber of persons rendered 
houseless is generally es- 
timated at over 15,000 
persons, who are chiefly 
the families of hardwork- 
ing artisans and labourers.

Crossing St. Valier-street the fire soon spread into 
St. Sanveur, and amongst its hundreds of wooden houses raged with 
the greatest fury. It was thought that the houses to the eastward 
would be saved ; but the fire crept back, continuing its work of 
destruction. Ateleven o'clock the whole district lying between St. 
Sauveur and the lower streets running parallel with the river was a 
charred and barren waste, and, having nothing to feed on there, the 
conflagration dis tributed itself in opposite directions, the wind in- 
creasing again, and blowing in gusts from every direction. Three 
separate conflagrations were observable at one time. In one quarter 
St. Sauveur Church, Dann’s soap and candle factory, Rie’s ropewalk, 
and other large buildings, were in flames. Along St. Valier-street, 
towards the tollgate and the streets surrounding the General 
Hospital and Convent, another terrible fire was raging with even 
greater fury; whilst at the back of Crown-street, along Prince 
Edward's, Jesuit, and Rilard streets, the flames were creeping back 
and enveloping street after street, in spite of the exertions of 
the soldiers of the Royal Artillery and Rifle Brigade, and 
the seamen of the Aurora, The conflagration ceased about 
five o’clock, when there was nothing more for it to feed on. 
By nightfall that evening it had completely burned itself out, having 
reached the open country below the tollbar on the north side of St. 
Valier-street, and the Bijou swamp on the other, beyond Boisseau- 
ville and St. Sauveur. The only buildings remaining untouched in 
the whole of this large space were the Congregation Church in St. 
Roch’s, the General Hospital, two or three small isolated houses on

the north side of St. Valier-street, two or three adjoining the tollbar, | 
the distillery near Sauvageanu’s-hill, and eight or ten small dwellings 


under the cliff at Boisseauville. Several lives were lost ; amongst 
those identified were three women, sisters, named Vaudebancceur, 
dwelling together at St. Sauveur; and the remains of more than one 
human body unknown were found in the streets or amongst the 
smoking ruins. Many persons were burnt or otherwise injured : 
Lieutenant Baynes and Sergeant Hughes, of the Royal Artillery, 
and Lieutenant Douglas, of her Majesty’s ship Aurora, were 
injured—the two first severely—in their brave efforts to render 
assistance. The Quebec papers highly praise the services of the 
soldiers and seamen on this occasion: Lord Alexander Russell, the 
commandant of the garrison, being present, with the Mayor of the 
city, during a part of the day, and superintending their 1 abours. At 
three o'clock, while the fire was still raging, the Mayor convened a 
meeting of citizens to adopt measures for the relief of the sufferers. 
Orders were sent to some of the bakers to furnish bread on behalf 
of the city—the distribution to be made by the Rev. Messrs. Racine 


and the Curé of St. Roch’s, and arrangements were made to provide | 


for the shelter of the houseless, who were mostly lodged at night in 
the Marine Hospital and in tents borrowed by the Mayor from the 
military authorities and erected in the Bijou fields. 

A large and influential public meeting was held on the following 
day, when a committee was appointed, who appeal to charitably 
disposed persons both in America and England to help to rebuild 
the city and provide homes for the poor before the approaching 
winter sets in. Fifteen thousand dollars was subscribed at the 
meeting, and five thousand dollars next day. The different societies 
of the city have placed at the disposal of the authorities their halls 
for the families who were unable to procure tents. The Skating 
Ground, the City Hall, two drill-sheds, and the Marine Hospital are 
filled. The Governor-General, immediately after being notified of 
the sad catastrophe, ordered 10,000 tents to be forwarded to Quebec 
for the accommodation of the houseless sufferers. In the Sisters of 
Charity hospitals are 250 persons under their charge. The Sisters 
have been among the poor houseless creatures, furnishing food and 
clothes, and administering to the wounded. The weather during 
the day is very pleasant, but at night the air is very chilly. Those 
living in tents complain bitterly of the cold. 

Meetings have been held during the last week or two at Liverpool, 
Manchester, and other great towns on this side the Atlantic, to co- 
operate with the Quebec Fire Relief Committee, and several thousand

WHILE Italy is delivering herself up to the transports of an 
honourable joy at the annexation of Venice to the dominions 
of King Victor Emmanuel, the “faithful ’’—that is to say, 
those who are. faithless to the cause of liberty—are perusing 
with sympathy the Allocution with which his Holiness the 
Pope marks an epoch so interesting to Europe. Generally, a 
document of this kind does not call for much notice. It is 
always late in the day, andit isusvally monotonously plaintive. 
The Pope of the time has in large development. the faculty 
which the French call pity for oneself; and his complain- 
ings, though touching, are tiresome, He is “the man with 
thé grievance,” the being. who is regarded by most of his 
fellow-creatures as a person of whose tribulations they have 
heard enough. But at the present moment the Papal allo- 
cution has some points of interest in addition to the accidental 
importance which it derives from being a portion of the history 
of a great period. 

His Holiness begins by reciting the tribulations under 
which he had previously languished, and the lamentatjons 
which it had been his duty to utter touching the insult offered 
to the Apostolic Chair by the “Subalpine Government.” 
Things are growing worse day by day. Crimes against priests 
and convents become more and more frequent, and the King 
of Italy (not that his Holiness condescends to give Victor 
Emmanuel that name) has actually promulgated a 
law permitting civil marriage, To this institution his 
Holiness applies names which it is not proper for us to repro- 
duce in a journal designed for family reading ; let us merely 
say that Rome declares a civil marriage to be no marriage at 
all, as it lacks the essence of a sacrament, Then the evil 
Government in question has suppressed sundry religious 
corporations, and has appropriated their property to 
State purposes; and, on taking possession of Venetia, 
has followed the same dreadful course, to the viola- 
tion of the laws of Christianity and the compact 
with the Emperor of Austria, The latter, it is pleasing 
to note, is still affectionately mentioned by the Pope 
as his very dearson. King Victor might remark, with Sir 
Toby, “J have been dear to him, lad, some ‘thousands’ or 
so.” The Pope, taking all these things into consideration, 
feels it his duty to deplore and reprove all and everything 
which the Subalpine Government has done against the 
Church, He further calls upon the evil-doers to consider the 
spiritual censures to which they have made themselves liable. 
It is to be hoped that this thought gave a becoming gravity to 
the joyous Monarch who heiped to sing Te Deum in the Church 
of St. Mark, Venice, on Wednesday morning, and that his 
Majesty felt that he was quite unworthy of the attentions 
which the Church was then bestowing upon him, apparently 
in good faith, 

But the most important part of the Allocution follows. 
Those who had hoped that Mr, Gladstone’s choice Italian and 
suasive oratory had produced an effect upon his Holiness, and 
had at least induced him to see that three courses were before 
him—voluntary or involuntary retirement, or a compromi:c 
with the situation, will find that the right hon. gentleman 
has been unsuccessful in convincing the Pope that there is 
anything for him to do except to repeat the eternal 
Non possumus, “We cannot renounce the civil power 
established by the divine wisdom of Providence. We 
have always proclaimed its necessity as # defence of 
the liberty of—the Pontiff, and we protest against and 
complain loudly of the demands to yield it up,” Lord 
Ellenborough’s reply—more courteous than was his wont—to 
an indignant suitor may occur to the learned in law anecdotes. 
“But I protest, my Lord"——. “Very well, Sir; protest, 
and go home!" It may be feared that, unless his Holiness 
take better counsel than that of the Antonelli party, the 
Romans may soon adopt the phrase of the English Judge, 
and “home” may be freely translated “to Avignon.” But we 
continue to hope that what would cause great pain to thov- 
sands of our fellow-Christians may be avoided by the tard; - 
coming wisdom of ‘their spiritual chief. 

As for reconciling himself with Italy, that the Pope indig- 
nantly declares to be out of the question. His Holiness puts 
his own interpretation on the word Italy, and it is sadly 
significant for the institutions which his Holiness represents, 
Italy means the egemies of our religion. We only wish that 
the Pope would understand, in a larger sense, how near 
he is to the mark, Italy does not mean the enemies of 
the Roman Catholic religion—they are in a winority, 
and one which is larger than it would have been but 
for the attitude of the Church in political matters. 
But doubtless Italy means the enemies of the religion of 
the Vatican, and the Papal instinct herein is faithful. The 
Pope warms with his subject, and asks how he can make peace 
with such foes, when he is, by Divine ordinance, both the 
champion and the avenger of religion. Alas for such 
utterances! They do but show what the Vatican would do 
were the bayonets of Austria or of France at its command. 
We should have vengeance enough, no doubt. Will not the 





Romans heed these words, and be doubly resolute that there 
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shall be no means of avenging religion on the freedom of 
Italians? Whose ill-judgment can have inserted this lan- 
guage in the Allocution? It is not that of the kindly-hearted 
Pontiff himself, though it is he who will chiefly suffer for the 
folly. 

But if the enemies of the Chair will become enlightened 
and repent, nothing will be more pleasant to the Pope than 
reconciliation, Repentance, we know, is proved by acts, and 
we also know what acts the Chair will require of its penitents. 
Let the various provinces of the peninsula which have expelled 
their despots recall those Sovereigns ; let the work of Cavour and 
of Garibaldi be undone; let Venice be handed back to our dear 
son Francis Joseph; let the Church possessions be again 
thrown into priestly hands; let the monks be replaced in their 
cells of laziness ; let the press be confided to sacerdotal censure, 
and the Parliament be exchanged for a consecrated conclave ;— 
and then Italy, having again put on the chains yet warm from 
her limbs, come, meekly kneeling on her knees, to the Chair, 
and she shall receive the kiss of peace. That salute may be 
a Divine thing, but will Italy buy it at the price fixed by the 
valuator? His Holiness may take for an answer in full the 
wild shout that went up on Wednesday, when a Constitutional 
King stood amid his free people, “Italia free from Alp to 
sea” is a hymn that drowns the wailing music of St. Peter's. 

His Holiness is in a situation which gives pathos to his con- 
cluding words, and this will be felt even by those who rejoice 
that “since better might not be,” the civil power of the 
Papacy crumbles around a good old man who is beset with 
evil counsellors, Destitute, says his Holiness, of nearly all 
human assistance, but faithfdl to his mission, and relying on 
Divine support, he is ready to struggle, even at the peril of 
life, for the cause of the Church. The Catholic Church disdains 
argument, and would scorn to reply to the question why the 
Divinely-upheld cause, having had for hundreds of years all 
the advantages of possession, maintained by the less Divine 
forceof thesword, has sunk into such disfavour with thenations 
thatthe Chaircan barely muster around it 1000 untrustworthy 
hirelings. The celebrated case of the Jew who was converted 
to Catholicism by a visit to Rome, being convinced that 
nothing but supernatural aid could maintain a system so 
utterly vicious, will soon be cited no longer—the vicious 
system will not stand, But the Pope's life is in no peril, nor 
is the Pope’s religion in peril. He will be as safe as he could 
be in England. And his creéd is thatof millions. But when 
they stand apart, and leave him alone, it must be a judicial 
blindness that forbids his seeing where the fault is. This 
Allocution makes it doubtful whether the scales will ever fall 
from the Papal eyes,

The session of Edinburgh University opened on Thursday 
week, when introductory lectures were delivered by the professors of their 
respective classes.

Masson observed that during the last twenty or thirty years there had been a 
raising of the standard of scholarship and erudition both in England and in 
Scotland, while in Scotland the degree to which the standard had been raised, 
and the increase of the number of learned men, had been especially remark- 
able. He might instance philology, or classical learning, and give names ; 
but he would take that kind of erudition which consists in historical research, 
in the quarrying out of materials for our natural history and the history of 
our literature, in the accurate and laborious investigation of original records 
with a view to ascertain thousands of yet recoverable particulars, and so to 
substitute a real, rich, and thoroughly coherent knowledge of the past for 
indolent dreamings and wretched dilutions, over and over again, of a very 
weak tea, from some leaves of tradition. After practically applying the 
subject to the occasion, Mr. Masson concluded amidst hearty cheers.

than the incomparable prose romance of the Knight of La Mancha, 
which, by-the-way, the Hudibras in part imitates. Of ascene, however, 
of old Samuel Butler’s burlesque, which has nothing objectionable to 
modern tastes that are sufficiently robust to relish the raciest 
humour, we have a worthy illustration in the picture engraved 
p. 453, one of two works (as we mention in another column) in 
which Mr. Pettie continues the rapid advance which has gained his 
admission into the pale of the Academy at an unusually early age. 

The two heroes of the poem seem to us to be here realised with 
the utmost felicity—the Falstaffian Presbyterian knight and justice ; 
and the Independent enthusiast, full of ** Lights” and “ Gifts,” his 
squire Ralpho; the one fat, gluttonous, pedantic, swaggering, pug- 
nacious ; the other lean, fanatical, disputatious, quarrelsome, hypo- 
critical, Jesuitical; both equally devoid of faith, honour, and con- 
science. Here are the precious pair together in limbo, and “ magic 

rison” — bruised and afflicted Ralpho cheek-by-jowl with Bir 
udibras—the latter finding it, we fear, especially difficult to dis- 
cover how comfortably to dispose of the “ sullen luggage and lumber 
of himself.” To the fortress within the village pound the sorry 
steeds of the errant champions are also made fast ; and beside the 
fat knight lies his rusty sword 
With basket-hilt that would hold broth, 
And serve for fight and dinner both. 

Of how the pair came to such grief it would be too long to tell ; how 
Hudibras and Ralph attacked the bear-baiting rout; how the bear 
broke loose and ran, the rabble after him ; how poor Crowdero, the 
fiddler with a wooden leg, was taken prisoner by the zealous cor- 
rectors of public abuses ; how they put his “surviving leg” in the 
stocks; and how the motley crew, returning to the fray, aided by 
the valiant Trulla, in turn defeated their assailants and made 
them take the fiddler’s place and don the wooden breeches. 
The poet adds that the brave Amazon compelled Hudibras 
to substitute her “mantle” for his gabardine ; but Butler 
makes no mention of the pelting with vegetables, eggs, bones, 
and other refuse, of which we here see the débris. he latter 
very logical license is, however, fairly within the province of the 
painter's discretion. And here, alack! we must leave the hapless 
pair to their long discussion on Presbyterianism, and Hudibras to 
receive a visit from the widow for whose money he had conceived 
a passion, Ralpho to ponder on his companion’s ge folly in 
risking what has brought upon them these carnal indignities, and 
Hudibras to console himself with the sweets of philosophy :— 

Quoth he, Th’ one half of man, his mind, 

Is sui juris, unconfin’d, 

And cannot be laid by the heels, 


Whate’er the other moiety feels. 
>. . . >. 
The whole world was not half so wide 
To Alexander, when he cry’d 
Because he had but one to subdue 
As was @ paltry, narrow tub to 
Diogenes ; who is not said 
(For aught that ever I could read) 
To whine, put finger i’ th’ eye, and sob, 
Because h’ had ne'er another tub. 
The ancients make two sev'ral kinds 
Of prowess in hervic minds, 
The active and the passive val’ant, 
Both which are pari libra gallant ; 
For both to give blows and to carry

THE WINTER EXHIBITIONS. 

ProbABLY the announced discontinuance of the usual exhibition at 
the British Institution in February has had the effect of increasing 
the contributions to the various Winter Exhibitions; but this will 
not account for the number and general excellence of these gather- 
ings. At this moment there are, competing for equal recognition, 
seven “exhibitions,” four of them having (very injudiciously, as 
we think) opened on the same day; and these are shortly to be 
followed by an eighth—that of the old Water-Colour Society. 
When we remember that, fifteen years ago, there was not one 
picture-show out of the “season,” the innovation appears to 
amount almost to revolution in the art-world. But the em- 
barrassment of the critic at so many unexpected rival 
claimants upon immediate attention is further increased by the 
difficulty of deciding to which precedence should be given on the old 
ground of the artist and “ patron” being brought together without 
an intermediary. When, even at the Royal Academy, so many 
pictures are purchased by dealers before they meet the public eye ; 
and when, in the case of an exhibition organised by and in part the 
property of a dealer, but to which, also, artists are invited to con- 
tribute on their own account, who is to decide the relative proportion 
of the pictures still belonging to the artists ? 

One other test that may, however, be applied is, whether any 
of the contents of a particular gallery have or have not been 
previously exhibited. Applying this test, the winter exhibitions 
of the Institute of Painters in Water Colours, and at the French 
Gallery, Pall-mall, fall strictly within the latter category. The 
great majority of Mr. Wallis’s collection is however new, or new to 
the general English public. There are, too, a reasonable proportion 
of fresh drawings at Mr. M‘Lean’s. Mr. Flatou’s well-stocked 
gallery contains many capital works, but they are already popular 
(or repliche of them) ; and Mr. Cox’s collection, though with still 
lees of novel interest, comprises numerous interesting works by the 
earlier painters of our school. The exhibition of the International 
Art Company (limited) we have already noticed. Now, to the 
claims of novelty we desire to give due weight ; but it seems to us 
that if the comparative importance and instructiveness of an 
exhibition (it being in the main fresh to the public) should, inde- 
pendently of other considerations, guide our choice, we muat invite, 
first, attention to Mr. Wallis’s exhibition. This week, however, we 
have only space to review a few of the most remarkable works 
there or elsewhere, . 


AT THE GALLERY THE SOCIETY OF BRITISH ARTISTS. 


The instructiveness of the extensive collection in Suffolk-street, 
Pall-mall, is due to the number of first-rate French, Belgian, and 
German pictures that are brought into convenient proximity for 
comparison with the productions, some of them excellent, of ourown 
school. Speaking generally, such comparison confirms our impressions 
of the more thoroughly-educated taste of the foreign artist— 
his superior draughtsmanship, his avoidance of a vulgar striving 
for staring effect, garish colour, and showy brushwork. Even 
the large picture, by M. Bonnat, at the head of the “great 
room,” a replica of “St. Vincent de Paul taking the place 
of a galley-slave,” in the last Paris salon, although incom- 
parably powerful in effect and colour, and vigorous in handling, yet 
escapes the charge of misplaced license, and has few touches with- 
out intention. It is a legitimate and astonishingly fine example of 
“ style,” having affinity with that of the more sombre of the Spanish 
painters, but without their opacity in the shadows. The figures of 
the aged galérien, stripped to the waist, overcome with shame and 
gratitude, and of the two men, also semi-nude, stooping to rivet the 
chain and ball they have taken from the bleeding ankle of the slave 
on the leg of his volunteer substitute, the benevolent priest, 
display fiesh painting of splendid quality, though, properly 
eultah, the t of form are base. Another picture by 
this artist, which attracted great attention in Paris, represents a 
group of Neapolitan pilgrims reposing before the Farnese Palace, 
tome; and to a fascinating appearance of freedom in execution it 
unites singular fidelity of representation, and the utmost finish— 
where finish is required. These pictures are, however, exceptional. 
The prevailing characteristics of foreign art--those which may more 
safely be recommended for emulation to our painters—will be 
indicated as we proceed. 

Most of our readers know what exquisite qualities of delicacy and 
tone may be expected in two choice examples of Gerome—one repre- 
senting a scene in an Eastern town, and called the “Marchand 
d’Habits,” the other an Albanian with a couple of yhounds. 
Suffice it to say that the former is in colour (often, by-the-way, the 
master’s weak point) more beautiful than any work we have seen of 
his. It will be equally unnecessary to eulogise the workmanship 
of two Meissoniers, with for subject troopers playing cards and 
an artist bending over his work, There are other pictures of cabinet 
dimensions by E, Frére, Duverger (several examples), Chavet, Stevens, 
De Jonghe, and Dargelas, which are rendered precious by similar 
qualities of subtle observation, unobtrusive truth, and conscientious 
refined execution, 

Merit of the same description will be found in the larger canvases 
of Messrs. Bouguereau, Merle, Anker, Pauwels, and Webber. 
Bouguereau’s pictures of a poor mother with face upturned in prayer 
over achild hanging at her breast, and of a Transteverina caress- 
ing her infant, are specially remarkable for drawing and extreme 
tenderness of modelling. . Merle’s illustration, from the Paris 
exhibition, of the scene of Goethe’s “Faust,” where Marguerite 
(dubieusly, even sadly, in the picture) tries on the jewels, watched by 
the giggling, mercenary Martha and Mephistopheles, grinning at an- 
ticipated triumph, shows a rather su Siemon, lank-kirtled heroine, 
and has a slightly edgy, coldig-anesth isenmertom ; yet the work pos- 
seeses r_ic attributes of style, and we cannot commend too highly the 
conscientious realisation of the painter's intention in all and every 
detail, at no sacrifice of breadth. M. Anker’s “ medal” picture of a 
little girl sedulously directing her younger sister's efforts in writing 
has a delicious semi-impalpability which, notwithstanding, makes no 
vague appeal to our recollection of all that is gentlest and sweetest 
in chil loveliness. A reduced tition of a picture by M. Levy, 
likewise from the last salon, here christened “ Paul and Virginia,” 
is another instance of a kind of idyllic treatment of simple 
themes that is scarcely ever attempted in our too “realistic” 
school: Jdyl was with perfect propriety its original title. 
Some of th® best characteristics of Continen art are 
not less apparent in the striking picture—equally admirable as 
regards the animals and figures as in the landscape portions—of 
“The First Snow on the Alm, Tyrol,” by M. Otto Weber, with the 
herdsmen driving their cattle to lower, safer pasturage. The re- 
maining foreign pictures we may pass for the present. 

Mr. Pettie takes a very decided lead of the British contributors 
with two pictures which, in our opinion, surpass previous efforts, and 
for racy humour, dramatic reality, and spirited execution, controlled 
by a keen pe ion of truth and good taste, hold their own with the 
best of the foreign works. One of these pictures we have engraved 
and described elsewhere. The other, called “ At Bay,” represents a

Miss 
Osborne has not, as far as we recollect, hitherto exhibited so 
and important a picture as her cartload of “ Betzingen Peasants 
Riding to the Fair.” Mr. Long, too, has still further Gemssel his 
scale and number of figures in a “ Scene in a Spanish Theatre” and 
his still more crowded spectacular procession of Columbus and 
the Indians he brought back from America through the streets of a 
Spanish town, But these pictures we must perforce reserve for 
future notice; as, likewise, good examples of Messrs, Hook, Nichol, 











and several other members of the Academic body, as well as a long 
list of works by artists of mark and promise, both figure-subjects and 
landscapes, the latter department being not less well represented. 


AT THE FRENCA GALLERY. 


The exhibition at 120, Pall-mall, consisting as it does of British 
works not before seen in public, and contributions direct from the 
artists, has greater claims upon attention than might at first appear 
from its comparatively limited area and contents, It derives, more- 
over, peculiar interest from exemplifying almost every phase and 
peculiarity of our school. Eccentricity of all kinds here finds, to 
say the least, a fair field; and even hopeless inferiority meets with, 
in some cases, only too tender consideration from the liberal 
management of Mr. Gambart. 

Criticism in detail of our best-known artists may well be deemed 
supererogatory in view of the unusual demands upon our attention 
this week, Let us, then, merely for the moment, chronicle that 
Mr. T. Faed exhibits, under the title “ Music hath Charms,” a scene 
at a Scotch cottage door—a very pos buxom lassie, listening with 
great content, in company with the family sheep-dog, to a solo on a 
tin whistle Sucterseel by a bare-legged young brother; that Mr. 
Goodall gives another incident of the story (selected for his last 
Academy picture) of Hagar and Ishmael, with beautiful effects of 
light and air in the landscape portion—and doubtless true as beauti- 
ful, for they were studied “on the spot ;” that Mr. Ward shows us 
* Oliver Goldsmith, M.D.,” leaving his only recorded patient deeply 
affronted at the preference of the local apothecary ; and that the 
elder Stanfield, together with a number of our leading landscape- 
painters, are more or less well represented. 

Mr. Watts, whose merits appeal only to an audience “few but 
fitting,” contributes three somewhat unequal works—a male study, 
Italian im character, entitled “Gennaro;” a profile of Robert 
Browning, and a front face of Alfred Tennyson. The second, 
though blackish and opaque in tone, is very admirable for ennobling 
treatment of character and finely discriminative modelling. But 
the “ Tennyson” seems to us to lack these qualities, and in so far 
to be inferior to another portrait of the j jan omer by Mr. Watts 
which we have seen, Notwithstanding, the present work has, with 
dignity verging on solemnity, a grandeur of sentiment which 
elevates it far above the mass of contemporary portraiture. Its 
deficiencies are due, perhaps, to the painter’s love of expe- 
riment for experiment’s sake: it is too obvious that the 
head was advanced towards completion in deep mellow hues on an 
excessively coarse canvas, and the final lights added with discordant 
“dry-dragging” on the unassimilative textural prominences. 
Imitation of the obscured tones of Venetian pictures, originally 
panes for a far brighter —s_ than ours, which appears to have 

een aimed at here, is also probably chargeable to three studies by 
Mr, Princep ; to the “ Venetian Minstrels,” by Mr. Donaldson; to a 
sketch by Mr. 8. Solomon ; and to Mr. Stanhope’s night scene on the 
Yorkshire moors with “Poachers at a Grouse-drive” (which is 
viscid as well as black), and his “Angelina.” An affectation of 
medisevalism, unwarranted by Ariosto, is imported into the last. 
Mr, Sandys, unlike the preceding, imitates, in a most brilliant 
and elaborate portrait of “Mra, Rose,” the early Flemish 
school of minute realisation; but the toilsome result, however 
provocative of wonder, leaves the artistic imagination almost wholly 
unaffected. Mr, A. Moore’s classical and pearly-tinted “ Lilies” has 
poetic feeling. A picture by Mr. Walker (of the old Water-Colour 
Society) of a lad leading a blind old man along a sloppy country 
lane in late autumn, is painted in a broken, indeterminate manner 
on a loaded, white ground, almost caricaturing a French mannerism, 
yet has—albeit lying, as it were, deeply latent—truth, pathos, and 
genuine ari-feeling. Mr. Legros’s large picture of two heretics 
stripped for torture before a tribunal of the Inquisition, and his 
“ Interior of a Spanish Church” have high scholarly excellence, and 
even the sombre, dry, ascestic colouring assorts well with the subjects. 
Mr. Madox Brown's version, strange and almost grotesque at first 
sight, of Joseph's brethren showing the blood-stained coat of many 
colours to Jacob, irritates by the confused composition and absence 
of aerial perspective; it is painted with no reference to the limita- 
tions of our optical and mental impressions ; it contains much ugly 
and questionable—in any case misplaced—archwology and ethnology ; 
nevertheless, it at the same time evinces original thought and 
dramatic insight, and is enriched by many passages of unquestion- 
able power and some of beauty. In two small pictures by Mr. 
W. B. Scott we can but note the technical shortcomings, in oil, of a 
remarkably inventive mural painter. 

Returning to works by centributors whose merit, generally well- 
known and often original, has little admixture of that which is 
merely peculiar in conception or execution, we venture to select the 
undermentioned as among the most noteworthy—viz., two interiors in 
Iver Castle, by Mr. Calderon,very ably painted, of course, but otherwise 
of slender interest ; and another interior at Iver, by Mr. Story, en- 
livened by a quaintly pretty group of children in bright sunlight ; 
a large picture by Mr. Folingsby, excellent as regards much of its 
execution, representing the first meeting, in Norway, of James the 
First (when Sixth of Scotland) with Anne of Denmark ; “ Cowper in 
the garden at Olney,” by Mr, Marks, noticeable for an appropriately 
sweet quietude of colour, and a sober, half melancholy feeling, in 
complete contrast to the artist’s usual vein of humour; two meri- 
torious illustrations, by Mr. J. D. Watson, of courtier life (i.e., at the 
barber’s and tailor’s) in the period of the First James; a curiously 
characteristic Brittany interior, by Mr. F. Chester, painted with 
commendable conscientiousness in a deep yet transparent tone ; two 
clever and effective but prosaic illustrations of “ Enoch Arden,” by 
Mr. Hicks; single-figure subjects of refined but rather mannered 

, by Mr. A. me and contributions by Messrs. H. O'Neil, 

. Lucy, Maguire, J. Clark, Lutyens, and Bedford. Besides the 
firmly painted and almost excessively brilliant picture by Mrs. 
Anderson, which we have engraved and described in another column, 
this artist farther signalises a surprising advance this year in a 
charmingly sweet and mellow study of a fair girl, entitled “At the 
Opera.” 


AT THE GALLERY OF THE INSTITUTE OF PAINTERS IN WATER 
COLOURS, 

The first winter exhibition which, following the example of the elder 
society, the Institute has just onee, Soe, as was anticipated, 
much interest, the members having the accumulations of years to 
draw from. And it is now of small avail to inquire whether & second 
harvest in the year, although professedly limited to an alternative 
crop of “studies and ske ,” may not impoverish the summer 

ield of “ finished drawings,” as by some it is believed to have done 
in the neighbouring gallery, Nor is it likely to be of use to ask 
whether such exhibitions may not tend to develop that lowest form 
of the mere picture-making so valent in our school—viz., the 
manufacture of sketches—which become spurious the instant an 
artist has any but his own taste and use to gratify and subserve. 
This is certain, however, that the present collection contains much 
work far preferable for simple fidelity and legitimate skill to pro- 
ductions by the same hands which have ne a great deal of 
subsequent studio elaboration. 

There is one thing incidental to a large exhibition of sketches 
which renders it impessible for us to do justice to the numerous con- 
tributors and admit any other claims on our space in the same week. 
There are literally eo many scores of sketches and studies on nearly the 
same level of merit, and so many artists present modified charac- 
teristics when discovered, as it were, for the first time, en déshabillé 
chez eux, that to discriminate in every case would demand a very 
lengthy article, We must, then, at events for the moment, limit 
ourselves to simple mention of a few of the most prominent 
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Walk in Silk Attire ¥ (180) 5 the truth and breadth here displayed can 
ill be spared from this gallery, and is quite equal to a repetition of 
the success of her “ Momentous Question ;” Mr. G. Bach’s range of

The exhibition is rich in architectural subjects, prominent among 
them, in number and effectiveness, being the cleverly elaborated 
studies in Egypt and the East by Mr. Carl Werner, of which we 
may specially name a view of a “ Tailor’s Shop” and several 
bazaars at Cairo, a Bath in and a Temple at Karnak, 
with Egyptians sitting round their bivouac fire. The merit of 
these consist, however, precisely in the degree in which they 
are boni-fide sketches on the spot; the after-work directly be- 
trays itself by its extremely artificial and mechanical untruth, 
Mr. J. H. D’Egville’s large wlew of “ Frankfort” and his Venetian 
sketches surpass in delicacy of handling and beauty of colour his 
——- " a : , 

mong landscape-painters also more favourably represented 
than in recent Gatthod pudesmaness are Mr. Philp, whose Cornish 
seacoast scenes quite equal those of the late Mr. Cook, an old 
favourite of this gallery; Mr, Mole—his “Swanage,” for instance, 
being happily free from the tame ss of the summer drawings ; Mr. 
Whymper, who distinguished himself conspicuously in several 
delightfull breezy, fresh, and truthful studies of woodland and 
harvest-field, touched only here and there by a little artificial 
prettiness which seems not to belong to the artist’s own healthy, 
robust feeling ; by-the-way, we recognise a similar drawback in Mr. 
Shalders’s pleasant studies ; Mr. McKewan—see his extremely 
dashing and effective study in the cemetery at Smyrna, with its

When, too, one learns that 
an annual subscription of 5s. entitles an artist to the peculiar advan- 
tages offered, we are prepared to hear that there has been a large 
increase in the number of members for the present session.

Surely 
he could not have known it, or he would not have been, to quote 
Mr. Hennessy, “a defender of the cruel old system of slavery, 
of disease, of ignorance, and of shortened, unhappy lives.” 
Let us hope that he will recant his former heresies, al- 
though, as two blacks never did and never will make a white, 
there is no reason why a defender of one kind of wrong 
should not successfully attack another, nor why a requisite measure 
of Reform should not be carried in due time. But there are reasons 
plentiful as blackberries why the tribune of the people should be 
moderate in his attacks on others and mindful of himself.

ALDERMAN GABRIEL, the new Lord Mayor, was born in 1811, and 
is descended from a family which, about one hundred years ago, 
came from Cornwall and settled in London. His grandfather 
founded the business in which, under the firm of Thomas Gabriel 
and Sons, the Lord Mayor has for several years been the second 
partner, and which has long been one of the leading and most 
extensive concerns in the foreign timber trade. After devoting the 
early part of his life exclusively to commercial pursuits, and having 
obtained a well-known position in mercantile circles, the present 
Lord Mayor was induced to enter public life by the occurrence of a 
vacancy in the ward of Vintry, occasioned by the retirement 
of Sir William Magnay from the Court of Aldermen, He was 
elected without opposition and has since made for himself a

Curiously enough, = 
about this time another Captain in the Life 
Guards, who or to be, by a violent effort, 
Radical M.P. for Westminster, was discoursing, in 
a socio-classic region in London, together with 
Mr. Tom Hughes, and certain incongruous con- 
geners with them, on the subject of industrial 
partnerships for town operatives, It would not 
therefore, perhaps, be too far-fetched a suggestion 
if one were to say that, as we believe the cavalry 
officers of the household troops have a mess, these 
Parliamentary Captains may have conceived an 
idea of co-operative societies from observing how 
a comparatively very moderate amount of money 
produces them every day a first-rate dinner on that 
exact principle. 

We have before intimated in this column that 
Mr. Davenport Bromley, the colleague of Mr. 
Newdegate in North Warwickshire, has a strong 
family likeness to awag. That honourable and 
facetious gentleman has been exceedingly busy, 
and by consequence exceedingly lively, in the plat- 
form line of late.

LAW AND POLICE, 


Chief Justice Erle has, it is said, tendered 
his resignation, and it is added that he will probably be 
succeeded by the Solicitor-General, Sir W. Bovill. 


The ancient offices of Postman and Tubman, 
which are attached to the Court of Exchequer, and give 
the holders of them respectively a right to 
having become vacant by the elevation 
Pollock and Sir George Honyman to the 
Counsel, Mr. H. James and the Hon. A. Thesiger have 
been appointed by the Lord Chief Baron to succeed them. 


The law courts were formally opened yout 
day week for the business of Michaelmas Term. In the 
morning the Lord Chancellor entertained the Judges, the 
Queen’s Counsel, and the Serjeants at breakfast. On pro- 
ceeding to Westminster Hall for the purpose of opening 
the Courts Sir Fitzroy Kelly, the new Chief Baron, was 
loudly cheered, as were also several of the other Judges, 
all of whom wore their full-dress robes. But the great 
cheer of the morning was reserved for Sir Hugh Cairns, 
who appeared for the first time as Lord Justice of Appeal.

“ Death by hydrophobia, caused by the bite of a dog.” 


Moses Moses, the man upon whose premises 
a large quantity of stolen goods was recently found, was 
brought up at the Mansion House,on Monday, for further 
examination. In one case it was clearly shown that 
goods found had been stolen while in transit to the docks, 
and apon this charge the prisoner was committed for trial. 


It is announced that Mr. Eyre is to be 
arraigned at the Central Criminal Court at the sittings 
which commence on the 19th inst. Application will be 
made to have the case removed by certiorari to the Court 
of Queen’s Bench ; and, if the application is not refused, 
some months will ‘elapse before the case can be tried.

He was found 
guilty, and sentenced to twelve months’ hard labour.——

seven and ten years. 


At the Criminal Assizes of Jersey, on Mon- 
day, Elisha Ogier, formerly in business as a draper, was 
convicted on a charge of setting fire to his premises, with 
intent to defraud the Provincial Insurance Company. A 
fire broke out on the premises of the prisoner on the morn- 
ing of the 19th of June last, between three and four o'clock, 
at which time the prisoner and his wife were seen on the 
top of the house (which had a flat roof), looking cautiously 
over into the street. A few minutes after the alarm was 
given they both came out of the house, fully dressed, the 
prisoner carrying some booksand papers. The premises and 
stock were totally destroyed, as were also the adjoining 
shops and dwelling-houses, involving @ loss af £12,000, 
The prisoner made a claim for £4100, which was resisted, 
and a prosecution commenced. The trial lasted four 
days, and the jury returned a verdict of “ Guilty.”

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THE LATE BISHOP OF 
CALCUTTA. 


THE regret felt on account of the 
sudden and untimely death of the 
excellent Bishop of Calcutta is 
so general that the following out- 
line of his biography will be in- 
teresting to all our readers. 

George Edward Lynch Cotton 
was a connection of the family of 
Lord Combermere, and was born 
at Chester, Oct. 29, 1813, at the 
house of his grandmother, the 
widow of Dr. Cotton, formerly 
Dean of Chester. Before he was a 
month old he had the misfortune 
to lose his father, Captain Thomas 
Cotton, of the 7th Fusiliers, who 
was killed, Nov. 13, at the head of 
his brigade, in the act of storming 
a redoubt at Nivelle, in the 
Peninsula, He was baptised in 
the cathedral of Chester, in which 
city he spent the greater part of 
his childhood, When little more 
than eleven years of age, in 
January, 1825, he was entered at 
Westminster School, which at that 
time appears, from the testimony 
of one of his schoolfellows, to 
have been a scene of cruel tyrann 
and bullying, “the fagging” 
system prevailing without any of 
those restrictions which have since 
mitigated its character. Young 
Cotton was of a shy and retiring 
disposition, and accordingly suf- 
fered much, mentally and bodily, 
in the earlier stages of his school 
career, He was studious, and by 
no means fond of out-of-door 
games ; and though not showing 
symptoms of first-rate ability, he 
was a great reader, insatiably 
devouring not only works of 
imagination, but the best histories 
and other standard books, He 
was also a capital teller of stories, 
and this faculty was often ex- 
ercised at night for the benefit of 
his schoolfellows in the dark and 

loomy old “dormitory” of St. 
Bocer’s College. An old school- 
fellow says that he did all that he 
could personally to assuage the 
ferocity of school-bullying, that 
he always said his — 
regularly, and bore the highest 
moral character, He was also a 

actor, and twice took part in 
the Westminster play, sustaining 
the character of “ the old nurse” 
in one of the plays of Terence 
with admirable spirit. 

He went up to Trinity College, 
Cambridge, in 1832, as a “ West- 
minster scholar,”’ taking with him 
a fairly high character for seholar- 
ship, though he himself always 
spoke most modestly of his own 
attainments. At Cambridge he 
read hard, though he made it a 
rule never to work after twelve 
o'clock at night. amene _— 
especial friends were Dr. Vaughan 
of Maxsow, Dr, Howson of Liverpool, the late Mr, Conybeare, 
and Mr. Simpkinson, He was always in the first class in 
the college examinations; he also obtained the declamation 

rize and the prize for reading in the college chapel. Whilst at 
Bambridge, he appears to have been especially drawn, “ by the attrac- 
tion of a kindred spirit,” towards Dr. Arnold, who was then rising 
rapidly to the zenith of his fame at Rugby, and to whom he was 
introduced by Dr. Vaughan. Having taken his B.A. degree in 1836 
as a Senior Optime, and eighth in the classical tripos, he was ap- 
ointed by Dr. Arnold to a mastership in Rugby School, where he 
Bad the charge of a boarding-house, and also of a form of 
some fifty boys. Shortly afterwards he was elected to a fellowship 
at Trinity College; but he did not allow the attractions of Uni- 
versity life to tear him away from his work at Rugby. About 1840 
or 1841 he succeeded to the mastership of the fifth form, the highest 
form (as most of our readers know) except the sixth form, and 
including about forty boys. At Rugby, to judge from the evidence 
of one who was under him, Mr. Cotton had up-hill work; but he 
threw himself heartily into the spirit of Dr. Arnold’s system, made 
himself the personal friend as well as the master of his boys, and 
made, we are told, the happy innovation of taking walks with his 

upils. Naturalist field clubs and tea-parties for boys had not then 
come established ; and the gulf between boy and master was all but 
impassable. His letters to his elder pupils (some of which are 
published in the Marlburian) show how much he sympathised, like 
Arnold, not only in their studies, but in their sports and pleasures, 
His boarding-house—“ Cotton's House,” as it was called—accord- 
ingly became one of the most popular in Rugby; and contained, it 
is said, more than an average of boys who were “high up in the 
school.” Mr. Cotton was also an effective tutor “out of school,” 
and one of whom it may well be said that he thoroughly realised the 
words of Juvenal :— 

Di preeceptorem sancti voluere parentis 
Esse loco.

He used constantly to entertain his elder pupils in the evening, when 
he delighted in taking part in a round game, told admirable stories, 
and took a leading part in those Shakspeare readings which have 
since become so popular. Close acquaintances and friendships 
were thus formed during the half-year with his pupils, and they 
were maintained during the holidays and after school-life had 
ended by letters and mutual visits, and occasionally by tours on the 
Continent, when he threw off all the position and character of a 
“Don,” visiting in their company France, Germany, and Switzer- | 
land, and enlivening the tour with a constant flow of drollery. 

In 1852 Mr. Cotton was elected Head Master of Marlborough 
College, which then was at a very low ebb, financially and other- 
wise, but which, under his hands, rapidly achieved a high position 
among our leading public schools. He was fortunate in the selection 
of his assistant masters and in the possession of alarge fund of Rugby | 
experience and of the rare faculty of “organisation.” His patience, | 
honour, justice, candour, trust, self-devotion, industry, and cheer- | 
fulness bore their proper fruit in time. After his six years’ master- 
ship the school wore an altered appearance, which was evinced not 
only in the increase of its numbers but in the general amelioration of | 
manners and morals, And, although it owes much of its present 
high position to the énergy, ability, and high scholarship of its 
present Head Master, Mr. Bradley, that gentleman has found his 
success very much facilitated by the administration of Dr. Cotton. 

He preached the consecration sermon of the present Bishop of | 
London at Whitehall in 1856, and 
in 1858 was nominated, on the 


death of Dr. Daniel Wilson, 
formerly of Islington, to the 
metropolitan see of Calcutta, 


where his high personal character 
and powers, his industry, his 
strength of mind, and large and 
tolerant religious views rendered 
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him widely and extensively be- 


departed deeply 
and sincerely regretted, not only 
at Rugby and Marlborough, but 
on the shores of the Ganges; and 
his death was not only sudden but 
untimely—he has been taken from 
India just when India needed him 
most. 

It may be interesting to know 
that Dr. Cotton was the sixth 
Bishop who has held the see of 
Caleutta since its foundation, in 
1814, The first was Dr. Thomas 
Fanshawe Middleton, who died in 
1822; the second was Reginald 
Heber, the lamented author of 
Palestine, who died in 1827; next 
came Dr. James, who held it 
scarcely two years; then Dr, 
Turner, whose tenure of it was 
scarcely longer. To him succeeded 
Dr. Wilson, in 1832; on whose 
death the see was offered to, and 
accepted by, Dr. Cotton, as we 
have already said.

8ST. LUKE’S CHURCH, 
MAIDENHEAD.

It con- 
sists of a nave, north and south 
aisle, and chancel, with organ- 
chamber and vestry. It accom- 
modates at present 400 persons, 
but it is intended that the nave 
and aisle shall be extended to 
accommodate 400 more, and a 
tower will also be added.

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RECEPTION OF ITALIAN 

TROOPS IN VENICE. 
THE entry of the King of Italy 
into the city of Venice has taken 
place this week, and we shall 
probably receive in a few days the 
sketches made by our Special 
Artist commissioned to illustrate the splendid festivities and cere- 
monies of this grand occasion. Meantime, he has sent us the two 
Illustrations engraved for our present Number, one representing the 
scene in St. Mark's Piazza on Friday, Oct. 19, when some troops of 
the Italian army entered the city, a few hours after the formal 
delivery of its possession by the Austrian Governor to the municipal 
authorities ; and the other representing a presentation of colours to 
the 44th Regiment, on the 25th, under very peculiar circumstances, 
which will presently be described. We have also received from the 
same Artist a few sketches of the proceedings during the voting of 
the plébiscite for the annexation of the Venetian provinces to the 
kingdom of Italy, with the scrutiny of the votes at the Doge's Palace, 
and the solemn proclamation of the result on Sunday, the 28th 
which will appear in our next publication. 

The Austrian troops, with General Alemann, the late com- 
mandant, had quitted Venice early in the morning of the 19th, 
going on board the steam-boats in waiting for them, which presently 
moved out of the harbour. The people throughout the city 
instantly set to work hanging out flags and pieces of coloured cloth, 
even their carpets and bed-curtains, from all the windows in every 
street. The t great masts standing at one side of St. Mark's 
Piazza were surrounded by the National Guard, and at the foot of 
each mast lay an immense tricoloured banner—green, red, and 
At that 
hour the band struck up a triumphal strain of music, the 
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National Guard saluted, the of an Italian ship of war in the | 
harbour were re in the salute, and the great banners 
were suddenly raised and displayed, amidst the enthusiastic cheers 
of the people. Four flags were at the same time hung out from 
the Campanile Tower, and others from St. Mark’s Cathedral and 
from the Doge’s Palace, which last was also decorated with crimson 
velvet hangings, embroidered with the white cross of the house of 
Savoy, drooping from the upper windows. The vessels in the 
harbour, and the boats and gondolas on the canals, were adorned with 
athousand flags and streamers. They were, like the quays and_the 
balconies of the houses, crowded with innumerable spectators. Until 
twelve o’clock at noon the citizens of Venice thus awaited the 
arrival of the Italian troops, who were to come across the Lagoon in 
barges from the railway station on the mainland. A party of 200 
Garibaldians, attired in their red shirts, had already entered the 
piazza, and taken + their position beside the National Guard. 
“At last, after long waiting, the sound of music began to be | 
heard in the distance sheng thecanal, and advanced boats came up to 
see that the way was clear. Then, slowly but steadily, a long dark 
column appeared winding through the turns of the water that lapped 
against the marble steps, for the tide was at full. Two barges came 
first, towed by gondolas and carrying the civil authorities of Venice, 
with the National Guard and their band. After them came the |

At the departure of the last Indian mail no details had been 
received either in Calcutts or Bombay respecting the death of 
the much-regretted Bishop of Calcutta. All that was known was 
gathered from a telegram, to the effect that, in stepping ashore 
from a river steamer at Kooshtea, a station on the right bank of the 
Ganges, over against Patna, he missed his footing and was drowned 
in the river. The Bishop was on his return to Calcutta from Assam, 
whither he had gone on a pastoral visit about a month previously. 
Kooshtea is a railway station from which the line runs to Calcutta, 
so that his Lordship had just completed his journey by river when 
the accident occurred which resulted in his death. When the

They were taken and sent away 
to Austria as prisoners of war; but still managed to hide the | 
precious fragments worn next their bodies; and, being released by | 
the exchange of prisoners which followed the armistice, they 
returned to Italy, bringing with them in safety the divided portions 
of the flag.

The ceremony was performed by General de Revel, 
accompanied by his full staff. He addressed the soldiers in a short 
but impressive speech, urging them to cherish the standard which 
had been so marvellously regained and made whole as a symbol of 
the Italian nationality intrusted to their fidelity and valour.

The oppressive operation of road-tolls seems to be ventilated 
retty freely from Caithness to Cornwall. Sir George Jenkinson 
Coats the subject before the Gloucestershire magistrates at their 
Quarter Sessions, and argued that in that county £20,000 a year was 
wasted in consequence of the turnpike system, and that the amount 
lost by the county went sim ly to the lessees of the gates. The cost 
of the management was re 600 ; the tolls were let for £39,337 ; 
there were 285 tollhouses and 322 gates to maintain. Each gate cost 
on an average £25 a year, or upwards of £7000 for the whole; and 
the toll-keeper’s profit was 6 or 7 per cent, equal to £3000 a year. 
Thus, speaking roughly, the amount pai in toll annually by the 
Gloucestershire people was £50,000. Out of that the maintenance 
of the roads cost £22,600, and the staff might be estimated at some- 
thing like £4000 a year more. In addition to these sums, they had 
to provide for the interest of the debt on the county, which was 
£130,000, but which he showed might be reduced to 75,000 by the 
abolition of the tollhouses, and in other ways. 

The Ayrshire Agricultural Association have had the largest cheese 
show ever seen in Scotland, as no less than 120 tons were pitched of 
Dunlop and imitation Cheddar and Wilts. The gold medal for the 
best Cheddar cheese (open to Scotland) was awarded to Mr. James 
Couper, of Mid Kelton Castle Douglas, against nearly seventy 
entries; Mr, James Pollock, of Raws, Kilmarnock, took the gold 
medal for sweet milk cheese of any other variety. The highest price 
quoted for Cheddar was 76s.acwt. The supply of cheese shown 
has steadily increased from 470 cheeses in 1862 to 754 in 1866. 
Owing to illness, Sir James Ferguson, the president of the society, 
was unfortunately unable to attend the dinner. It is difficult to see 
the exact connection between Messrs. Bright and Beales and butter 
and cheese; but one speaker longed to have seen “one or two of 
those English serpents here to-day; their original could not have 
been more jealous of Eve in ise.” 

The annual address of the President of the Upper Canada 
Agricultural Association gives us a good insight into the state of 

rogress there. He shows by statistics that, between 1851-61, the 
five stock of Upesr Canada has increased 30 per cent, and the pro- 
duce of the soil nearly 150, As regards the true criterion of pro- 
sperity—that the lands already cleared are, through better culti- 
vation, becoming more productive—he confesses himself somewhat 
dubious. Of stock and the use of machinery he speaks most hope- 
fully ; but complains of the little interest mn by the farmers in 
scientific agriculture, and the co’ uent emigration of young men 
to the gold regions and commercial cities. He warns them that the 
breeds of cattle which are found to be the most profitable in Great 
Britain may not of necessity be the most profitable in Canada, and 
considers that more attention should be i to careful — 80 
as to create breeds specially adapted to the different varieties of soil 
and climate. Rotation of crops, in Central Canada more — 
seems but little attended to: good fields are cropped year after year 

till the very life-blood is sapped out of them, and root crops are 
far too much neglected. The want of aad fairs and markets is 
also dwelt upon. At the Toronto Exhibition the Hon. D. Christie, 
of Brantford, brought out the eight cracks of his herd, headed by a 
bull-calf, Oxford of Athelstane. It will be remembered that he 
bought five or six of Mr. Douglas's herd when it was sold off in 1 
and two of them, Queen of Athelstane and Placida, stood first an 
second among the cows. Princess of Athelstane was second amon 
the three-year-old cows to one of Mr. John Snell's, whose b 
Baron Solway, bred by Mr. Simms, near Dumfries (and called after 
Mr. Beattie’s cup greyhound), was a winner in the bull classes, The 
Ayrshires were not good, and old Val.

The Channel squadron, under the command of Rear-Admiral 
Sir Hastings R. Yelverton and Rear-Admiral Frederick Warden, consisting of 
the Caledonia, the Lord Clyde, the Achilles, the Hector, and the Helicon, 
arrived in Portland Harbour on Saturday. The other vessels belonging to 
the squadron—viz., the Bellerophon, the Wyvern, the Research, the Ocean, 
and the Pallas—proceeded in two divisions to Portsmouth and Plymouth. 

Bellerophon, the Wyvern, and the Research arrived and anchored at 
Spithead on Saturday morning. 

There have been, in round numbers, 9000 widows and 
orphans placed on the books of the Patriotic Fund, and there are in receipt 
of relief at this time 3400 widows and 3000 children, of whom 1000 are main- 
tained and educated in boarding institutions. The total amount of sub- 
scriptions to December, 1865, was £1,460,201. The annual expenditure is 
£86,000. An Act was passed last Session to extend the distribution of this 
fund. Hitherto the money was applicable for the widows and children of 
soldiers and sailors who died in battle or from wounds in the war with 
Russia , but now it can be applied to the children (not the widows) of those 
who died, or may die, in any other war or from wounds or other casualties. 


LieutenantColonel Henderson, Inspector-General of Military 
Prisons, in a report recently issued, says that during the last year a further 
advance was effected towards the object of making a military prison a place 
of hard labour. Nine hours and forty-five minutes each day are now spent in 
hard labour, of which three hours are at shot-drill, and, in addition to this, 
an hour and a half in the evenings is spent in oakum-picking, except by those 
prisoners who are entitled by their promotion to the higher classes to attend 
echool. As to numbers, the prisoners in confinement last year were 6390, 
as against 5470 in the previous year. The principal increase is among 
soldiers whose services were from seven to fourteen years, of whom 2166 were 
sentenced in 1865, against 1325 in the preceding year ; indeed, it may be re- 
marked that the increase of commitments among this class of soldiers has 
been steadily progressive from 335 in 1859 to 2166 in 1865. At Gosport and at 
Devonport the system of employing first-class prisoners on outdoor work has 
been pursued as far as possible, but nowhere are there the same facilities as at 
Aldershott for this beneficial employment of the prisoners’ labour. The 
conduct of the prisoners has been good, and the general state of the military 


prisons is satisfactory.

The Life and Correspondence of Richard Whately, D.D., Lord 
Archbishop of Dublin. By E. Jane Whately. (Longmans.) Miss 
Whately—not the author of “ Ragged Life in Egypt,” but her sister, 
the author of “ English Synonyms ”—has discharged a filial duty by 
the publication of these two volumes, and has given us an acceptable 
record of one of the best and wisest men of ourtime. The late Dr. 
Whately, though he was Archbishop of Dublin from 1831 till his 
death, at the age of seventy-six, about three years ago, would have 
been equally remarkable and influential if he had remained Prin- 
cipal of St. Alban’s Hall at Oxford, or had become, like 
Dr. Arnold, the master of one of the great public schools of 
England, it will scarcely be found that the Protestant Church 
Establishment in Ireland has been preserved from the assaults 
of its inveterate foes by his advocacy and example; and, in 
the experiment of the mixed system of national education to 
which he devoted so much of his care, he had the mortification 
of seeing part of his design rejected as a failure. But though 
neither his ecclesiastical administration nor his limited action 
with regard to political affairs, while holding aloof from the Whig 
as from the Tory party, could produce any important results, 
his personal and intellectual influence, as aman of great vigour and 
originality of mind as well as of known integrity and independence, 
was hardly second to that of Dr. Arnold, and has impressed its mark 
on some of the most serious controversies of the present day, Asa 
theologian, it is generally considered that Dr. Whately’s 
pretensions were not very high; yet he may be deemed 
the head of a distinct variety or sub-section of the great 
Broad Church party, differing in its habits of thonght from those 
inspired by the teachings of Arnold, Maurice, and Jowett. The 
utter absence of the element of mysticism or transcendentalism in 
Whately’s masculine sentiments of religion—his adherence to “a com- 
mon-sepse view of Christiaaity,” and his reliance on the arguments 
of moral probability which Butler and other English divines of the 
eighteenth century had set forth—were singularly characteristic of 
the man. Dr. Whately possessed a strong and sound understanding, 
without any powers of imagination, and was naturally averse to the 
tendency which Coleridge, probably above all others, had imparted 
to the theological movements of the age—a tendency to substitute 
the intuitions of devout sentiment for doctrines supposed to be 
capable of logical demonstration. His attitude with respect to each 
of the great parties in the Church—the High, the Low, and the 
Broad—is shown by many passages in this correspondence. We 
are far more interested in his letters to the late Nassau Senior, 
on questions of political economy and suggestions for promoting 
the material prosperity of Ireland, for the commutation of tithes, or 
for the abolition of negro slavery in the West Indies, and of penal 
transportation to New South Wales. But these questions, for the 
most part, belong to the history of a time which has passed away, 
and have already obtained their practical solution. Some of the 
remedies for Irish discontent which Dr. Whately never ceased to 
recommend have not yet, indeed, been tried. Wuithout speaking of 
the abolition of the lord lieutenancy and the occasional residence of 
some of the Royal family in Ireland, we may observe that his favourite 
scheme of endowing the Roman Catholic clergy is not likely to be 
tried, with the good-will of the English people, so long as the United 
Kingdom shall endure, whatever may ultimately be done with the 
endowment of the Protestants in that island, The unsatisfactory 
result of his attempts, in conjunction with the late Roman Catholic 
Archbishop, Dr. Murray, to provide for the combined instruction of 
Protestant and Roman Catholic children, by the use of selected pas- 
sages of Scripture, must be ascribed to an unfavourable change in 
the counsels of the Papacy on the appointment of Archbishop 
Cullen ; but it will be long, we fear, before any Government is able 
to deal with the subject of popular education independently of the 
claims of rival Churches and religious sects. Dr. Whately, as well 
in this transaction as on all other public occasions, behaved with 
such honesty, fidelity, and moral courage that he won the esteem of 
those whom he most stoutly opposed. His private life was no less 
estimable, aud there are many anecdctes of his kindly intercourse 
with family and friends; his freyuent deeds of secret charity, and 
the jocular pleasautry of his conversation, which complete the 
portraiture of “ the good Archbishop of Dublin.” 

The lliad of Homer : translated into English accentuated hexameters 
by Sir John F. W. Herschel, Bart., K. H., &c. (Macmillan and Co.) 
When Horace paid his elegant compliment to divers Grecian poets— 
to Pindar, to Simonides, to Alcwus, and to Stesichorus; when he 
declaved that in his day time had not obliterated the merry conceits 
of Anacreon ; that love still breathed, and that Sappho’s passionate 
verse still lived, he was careful to give the place of honour to 
Mavnian Homer. And Homer has kept that place almost without 
interruption to the present day. It is true that Milton for a time 
was raised to the throne of epic poetry; he was said to have dis 
placed both Homer and Virgil. But by degrees men—especially 
men who were well read in the ancient (and, therefore, very likely 
ill read in the more modern) classics—returned to their allegiance, 
and would have no king but Homer. How long the sway of 
Homer will now last it is impossible to say ; but there are heard 
from time to time faint cries of “ We will mot have this fellow to 
reign over us!” In public assemblies, where men of position and 
education speak, Greek and Latin are openly blasphemed, and it is 
more than a dozen years since a bold, bad man, of great mathe- 
matical attainments but with no knowledge of Greek and with only 
an imperfect mastery of the letter A, remarked contemptuously, in 
the presence of some astounded scholars, ‘‘ Who’s Omer, I should 
like to know : why, one line of Byron is worth all Omer!” Those, 
therefore, who study the signs of the times think that the day is not 
far distant when Homer-worship will be discontinued, and that a 
quotation from Homer (in the original) will cease to strike with awe 
the hearer who has no Greek, just as a quotation (in the original) 
from any ancient philosopher has ceased to convince or even silence 
the disputant who is innocent of the ancient languages. A disputant 
will coolly say to you nowadays, “Just put that into plain English, 
—_ and when you have done so is as likely as not to add, “ then 

think the ancient Pagan was altogether wrong.” However, if 
Homer really be destined to fall into oblivion, it must be 
confessed that his decadence will have been preceded (as is very 
often the case) by a period of unusual brilliancy. Within the last 
few years his translators have increased and multiplied exceedingly, 
and have included amongst them men of the very highest distinction. 
Not many of the shades which go flitting over the Elysian fields 
will be able to boast to their fellows that their works have been 
wholly or partially translated by an Karl of Derby, by a Gladstone, 
or by a Herschel. Horace, perhaps, might in this particular respect 
run Homer close; but the Elysian fields are, no doubt, extensive, 
and the shade of Horace would, of course, be in the “ Latin depart- 
ment,” arm in arm with that of Virgil, so that great Homer's 
dignity would not be offended. Homer, whose poems are by no 
means devoid of irony and humour, might probably confide to his 
brother-shades that some people have honour thrust upon them, and 
that, if the English nobility and gentry insist upon translating 
his works, there is no help for it, although im his humble 
opinion he suffers thereby copsiderably. He might proceed, how- 
ever, to acknowledge that the translators meant well and were 
to be commended for their attempts to make known to their coun- 
trymen unacquainted with Greek what inspiration was vouchsafed 
to the bards of Greece. Seeing that seven cities contended for the 
honour of having been the birthplace of Homer, it is not wonderful 
that countless men of many nations should have striven for the 
honour of having been his best translator. In certain points, it can- 
not be denied that Germany has beaten all other nations ; that the 
translation of Voss, if it be regarded as a verbal and metrical ren- 
dering, is not only neg but unequalled by anything which 
Englishmen have accomplished. Still the names of Chapman, Pope 
Cowper, Sotheby, Worsley, Lord Derby, Sir John Herschel, and 
Professor Blackie, = with those of many others, are worthy 
of honourable mention. Dean Alford, also, must not be for, ; 
his merits are not few, though his inaccuracies are many gross. 
Mr. Gladstone, as a ial translator, has written that which 
might give pleasure to the shade of Homer himself. Nor should 
Professor D’Arcy Thompson be over; he has trans-

of the “Tliad” with an accuracy and a taste which excite 
unbounded admiration. The two most recent translators are, to the 
best of our belief, Professor Blackie and Sir John Herschel. The 
former’s work we have not seen ; but we understand that he adopts 
the metre of Chapman and pronounces the English hexameter un- 
manageable, undesirable, and unmusical; the latter adopts the 
English hexameter, and defends his adoption by a series of argu- 
ments, Into these arguments it would require more time and space 
than can be spared to enter fully; but when Sir John says “the 
hexameter metre is on its trial in this country; it is therefore 
entitled, at all events, to a fair hearing,” it seems enough to answer 
that the metre has had several fair hearings, and has on almost 
every occasion, so far as our experience goes, been condemned. Sir 
John says a great deal about the monosyllabic character of our 
language ; and that of itself is a good reason why it should be ill 
fitted for hexameters. But another and a far stronger reason is (to 
dismiss all pedantic considerations of prosody) that a metre which 
has so long gone begging amongst our native poets and requires so 
much advocacy is justly open to suspicion; for is there not 
in the true poet an instinct whereby he is drawn to or repelled 
from what is akin to or alien from the genius of his language? 
And many other ,easons there are, which it would be tedious to 
state, why English hexameters formed on the ancient model are not 
to be encouraged. One difficulty Sir John Herschel has overcome 
admirably, and that is the difficulty of making the reader catch the 
rhythm; generally speaking, one has to read over an English 
hexameter once or twice before one can see, or, at any rate, fall in 
with, the measure. Sir John also gives due praise to Pope ; and, in our 
humble opinion, if Homer be fated to be read hereafter by the unclas- 
sical Englishman, preference will continue to be given to Pope’s ver- 
sion, or adumbration, or mistranslation, or whatever be the term that 
should be used. Prejudice against the metre which Sir John has em- 
ployed will probably rob him of much of the credit which is his due; 
but even prejudice should not be blind to the skill he has displayed and 
the spirit with which many passages are rendered, It can hardly be 
expected that his work will become the popular translation; but it 
is admirable not only for many intrinsic merits, but as a great man’s 
tribute to the genius of a great man. 

Archie Lovell, By Mrs. Edwards. (Tinsley.) A single sentence 
taken from the third volume of this novel will be sufficient to show 
the sort of incident upon which the interest of the story principall 
depends ; at p. 240 we read, “and the proving of an alibi—even with 
a young and pretty woman in the witness-box—could never be one 
half so sensational an incident as to see a handsome guardsman, the 
heir of an unsullied name, committed for trial and borne away to 
Newgate like any common felon.” The guardsman is of the type 
(except that he is pot at all a blackguard) most in accordance with 
vulgar notions: he is a model of semi-feminine, semi-manly beauty ; 
he has the silky moustaches which most guardsmen (in a certain kind 
of novels) are born with; and, such is the power of “ blood” that he 
is as calm and collected, and even playful, under a charge of murder 
as he would be under a charge of being a miserable sinner. The 
novel is well enough written, with a proper sprinkling of French 
and Italian and a piquant page or two of “ foreign” English ; the 
tone throughout is worldly; the scenes are in many cases well 
drawn and exhibit the wickedness of man under various—ordinary, 
perhaps, but interesting—phases; there is an avoidance of profound 
philosophy ; and there is an appeal to the senses rather than to 
the mind and heart. 

Grifith Gaunt (Chapman and Hall), now to be obtained in three 
volumes, is one more proof of Mr. Charles Reade’s wonderful 
powers, and makes one think he must sometimes dip his pen in liquid 
fire; Sighs, Smiles, and Sketches (Barnstaple : A. P. Wood) shows 
Mr. J. G. Maxwell in melancholy, cheerful, and descriptive—but 
always kindly and poctical—moods; The Book of Birthdays 
(Darton and Co.) is a pretty little book “composed of the poetry of 
birthdays—that is to say, of poetry relating to the principal anni- 
versaries of human life * from the cradle tothe grave ;” and Zhe Year 
of Prayer (Alexander Strahan) has been compiled by Dr. Alford, Dean 
of Canterbur7, “in order to keep in view of the family the course 
of the Christian year,” and to prevent the incongruity which some- 
times arises when paterfamilias reads a prayer of thanksgiving at a 
penitential season, 


MUSIC. 

THE Monday Popular Concerts began for the season (the ninth) 
last Monday evening at St. James's Hall. These excellent concerts, 
which have done so much towards the improvement and diffusion of 
musical knowledge and taste in this country, have become so well 
known to our musical world that it would be unnecessary and idle 
in us either to describe or eulogise them. The first night’s concert 
betrayed no sign of any falling off in quality or success. On the 
contrary, it was one of the richest musical banquets of which we 
have ever partaken, and the hall was crowded to the doors with 
delighted guests. ‘here was little novelty in the programme, Mr. 
Arthur Chappel, the able director, being justly of opinion that a rest- 
less pursuit of movelty is far from being advantage.

79, one of the most genial and charming 
of his instrumental works. It was played in perfection by Messrs.

ary thought him dead, but he turns up ten years after her marriage

It 
is an adaptation by Mr. John Oxenford of M. Feuillet’s drama, 
called “ La Tentation,” but now new-named “ A Dangerous Friend.” 
The subject is not entirely fresh on the English boards, Mr. Tom 
Taylor, nearly eight years since, having given a drama on the same 
basis to the Adelphi stage, entitled “The House or the Home.” 
In both versions English manners are substituted for French 
customs, and thus a true domestic interest is produced.

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OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS, 


SIR ROBERT COLLETON, BART. 

Sir Robert Augustus Fulford Graves Colleton, eighth Baronet, of Ash Park, 

_ in the county of Herts, who died at Fermoy, in 
Ireland, on the 28th ult., was the third, bu’ jest 
surviving, son of Sir James Roupell Colleton, the 
seventh Baronet, by his wife, Septima-Sexta- 
Colleton, daughter of Admiral Richard Graves, of 
Hembury Fort, Devon. He was born Sept. 19, 
1824; and was for some time a Lieutenant in the 
45th Foot, and was eventually appointed Barrack- 
master at Buttevant, in the county of Cork. He 
succeeded his father, as eighth Baronet, July 28, 
1848 ; and married, Oct. 1, 1853, Mary, youngest 
daughter of William Comins, Esq., of Witheridge, 
Devonshire, by whom he leaves (with another son 
and a daughter) an elder son and successor, now 
Sir Robert Augustus William Colleton, ninth 
Baronet, who was born at King William’s Town, 
Cape of Good Hope, Ang. 31, 1854, This family 
of Colleton is of Norman origin, and came to 
England with the Conqueror; one of the gzeat 
uncles of the first Baronet, going back to Nor- 
mandy, recovered estates in that duchy, sold them, 
and died there without issue. The Colletons have 
been resident for many centuries in Devon and its vicinity, and many places 
are called after them. By a very ancient grant, from Reginald de Villecore 
to Thomas Colleton, of an estate, and by subsequent deeds, in the beginning 
of the reign of Edward I,, the Colletons are styled gentlemen, and then bore 
the arms which they still continue to use. The first Baronet was Captain 
John Colleton, a distinguished Cavalier, who expended over £40,000 in the 
cause of CharlesI. He was, at the Restoration, rewarded by being created a 
Baronet, Feb. 18, 1661. His descendants have since maintained and en- 
hanced their position by high alliances and by Parliamentary and military 
service. Oaptain Frederick Nassau William Graves Colleton, who died in 


1847, an elder brother of the Baronet just deceased, was a godson of the late 
Duke of York. 








SIR CHARLES WARREN, K.O.B. 

Major-General Sir Charles Warren, K.C.B., Colonel of the 96th Regiment, 
8 very distinguished officer, who died recently at his residence in Dublin, was 
son of the Very Rev. John Warren, Dean of Bangor. He was born in 1799, 
and, on leaving the Royal Military Academy, he entered the British Army, in 
1814, and served under the Duke of Wellington in 1815. He afterwards went 
with his regiment to India. He commanded the 55th Regiment in an expe- 
dition against the Rajah of Coord, in April, 1834, Colonel Hill being killed 
while in command of the column a few days before. Warren led the assault 
successfully on and captured the stockade of Kissenhally : he was severely 
wounded in an attack on the stockade of Somwarpettah. He acted in China 
from 1841 to 1844, and for his effective gallantry he was, while there, made a 
C.B., in 1842. He commanded the 55th in the expedition up the Tang-Tse- 
Kiang, and was severely wounded at the storming and capture of 
Chinkiang-Foo, where he was personally engaged with three Tartars, 
whom he killed. He also served in the Russian war of 1854 
and 1855, when he commanded his regiment at the Battle of Alma 
(where he received two contused wounds), at the siege of Sebastopol, 
and at the repulse of the sortie on Oct. 6. He led the first brigade of the 
second division at the Battle of Inkerman, when he was again wounded. He 
Was once more wounded at the attack on the Redan on Sept. 8. He had the 
China medal, the medal] and clasps for the Eastern campaign, and was deco- 
rated with the Legion of Honour, and the Order of the Medjidie of the third 
class. In February, 1863, he was appointed Colonel of the 96th Regiment of 
Foot ; and last year, in further recognition of his merit, he was made a 
K.C.B. Warren became a Captain in 1821 ; a Colonel in 1854; and a Major- 
General, Oct. 26, 1858, He married, first, in 1830, Miss Hughes, daughter of 
Mr. W. Hughes, Esq. ; and, secondly, Miss Bethell (who is also deceased),

Thomas Phinn, Eeq., Q.C., Judge Advocate of the Fleet and Counsel to the 
Admiralty, an able and highly-respected lawyer and politician, who died 
suddenly on the 3ist ult., at hischambers, 50, Pall-mall, was the eldest son of 
Thomas Phinn, +» & surgeon in Bath, by his wife, Caroline, daughter of 
R. Bignell, Esq. © was born in 1814, and was educated at Eton, and Exeter 
College, Oxford, where he graduated B.A. in 1838. He was called to the Bar 
by the Hon. Society of the Inner Temple, Nov. 20, 1840, and went the Western 
Circuit, where he obtained considerable practice, and held a high and popular 

tion. He became a Queen's Counsel in 1854. He was, from 1852 to 1855, 

-P. for Bath. He was successively Recorder of Devonport and Plymouth, 
and became eventually Judge Advocate of the Fleet and Counsel to the Admi- 
ralty, having previously held the office of Secretary to the Admiralty. During 
his career in Parliament the learned and lamented gentleman uniformly 
supported free-trade measures, and was of advanced Liberal opinions, 


GEORGE LORT PHILLIPS, BSQ., M.P. 

George Lort Phillips, Esq., of Lawrenny, Pembrokeshire, J.P., D.L., 
and M.P. for that county, who died at his seat, Lawrenny Park, near 
Pembroke, on the 30th ult., was the eldest son of John Lort Phillips, Esq., 
by his wife, Augusta, youngest daughter of William Ilbert, Esq., of 
Bowringsleigh and Horswell, in the county of Devon. He was born July 4, 
1811, and was educated at Harrow School, and Trinity College, Cambridge. 
He was a Conservative of the old school, and first entered Parliament in 
1861, as member for Pembrokeshire, which county he has ever since repre- 

- He was High Sheriff of the county of Pembroke in 1843. Mr. 
Phillips was much and deservedly r ted and est d. He was master 
of @ pack of fox-hounds, which he hunted himself, and this love of sport 
eventually cost him his life.

BIRTHS, MARRIAGES, AND DEATHS. 


From the Registrar-General’s quarterly return, recently issued, we 
gather the following facts :— 


The registers of the United Kingdom show that the births of 239,748 
children, and the deaths of 151,054 persons of both sexes, were registered in 
the three months ending Sept. 30. . 

marriages of Great Britain in the quarter ending June 30 were 54,542. 
The return of marriages in Ireland has not been received. 
The death-rate of the United Kingdom is less than that prevailing in 
England and Wales. The several facts concerning the other divisions of the 
kingdom are sct forth in the reports of the Registrar-General of Scotland 
and the -General of Ireland. 
The resident population of England, Scotland, and Ireland in the middle 
of 1866 is estimated at about 29,935,404. The corrected death-rate of the 
quarter is 2°085 per cent. 

ENGLAND. 

This return comprises the births and deaths registered by 2200 registrars in 
all the districts of England during the summer quarter that ended on Sept. 
80, 1866 ; and the marriages in 12,883 churches or chapels, about 5459 regis- 
tered places of worship unconnected with the Established Church, and 642 
superintendent registrars’ offices, in the quarter that ended on June 30, 1866. 
The marriage-rate of the spring quarter was higher than it ever was before 
in that season since registration began. The birth-rate of the summer quarter 
was near the average. The country was visited by cholera, and the mortality 
was raised much above the summer average 4 the epidemic in some districts, 
while the rest of the kingdom was unusually healthy. 


MARRIAGES. 
In the quarter that ended June 30, 97,046 persons were married in England. 
The marriages were 48,523 against 45,772 in the same quarter of the previous 
year. They were more numerous by 10,000 than in the corresponding period 
of 1856. A marked increase in the marriages of last spring over the numbers 
of 1864-5 occurs in Lwndon, the south-eastern counties, Lancashire, the 
West Riding of Yorkshire, Durham, and Northumberland, and generally in 
the midland counties. The mariages in London were 8737, in Liverpool and 
West Derby 1794, in Manchester 1253. 
The annual e rate in the quarter was 1°831 per cent against an 
average of 1°698, or out of 1000 persons living rather more than 18 would 
have entered wedlock (while previously, taking one spring quarter with 
another, the number had been 17), if the same rate that prevailed in the 
quarter had been maintained for a year. 

BIRTHS. 

In the quarter ending Sept. 30, 176,982 children were born. The number 
was about 2000 less than in either of the two previous summer quarters. 
The annual birth-rate for the quarter was 3°344 per cent, the average of ten 
corresponding quarters (1856-65) being almost identical—namely, .3°343 
per cent. 





INCREASE OF POPULATION, 

The deaths last quarter were 116,826; and, if compared with the births, 
there is a difference in favour of the latter of 62,156, which number represents 
the natural increase of population. 

The total number of emigrants in the September quarter from ports in the 
United Kingdom where emigration officers are stationed was 47,153; they 
were as many as in the same period of 1864, but not so many as in that of 
1863, and few as compared with emigrants who left in the summer of 1865. 





Taking round numbers, 36,000 (of whom half were natives of Ireland) out of 
the 47,000 went to the United States, nearly 7000 to the Australasian, and 
nearly 4000 to the North American colonies. 

DEATHS, AND THE STATE OF PUBLIC HEALTH. 

In the ninety-two days ending Sept. 30, 116,826 deaths were registered, and 
the annual rate of mortality was 2°182 per cent. This exceeds the average 
mortality of the last ten summer quarters by ‘180, or one-twelfth part ; and 
the excess on the population is equivalent to 10,720 deaths. The deaths 
returned from cholera amounted to 10,365; the deaths from diarrhcea, also 
due in great part to the same cause, to 9570. 

The mortality was at the rate of 25 per 1000 in the large town districts, 
and 18 in the village and small town districts ; the excess in the large town 
districts was 7. The mortality in the town districts was considerably above 
its usual summer average ; while in the rest of the country the increase was 
slight. 

The three months of July, August, and September are now usually the 
healthiest of the year in England ; and their average annual rate of mortality 
per 1000 is 20; but their mortality during these months in the present year 
was at the rate of 22. 

The mortality of London was at the rate of 29 in 1000; of the north- 
western division, 27; in the two northern divisions and in Wales the 
mortality was at the rate of 22. In the other divisions the mortality was 
low, and indeed lower than their average. In the south-eastern division 
it was 18, in the south midland it was 18, in the eastern 18, the south- 
western 17, the west midland 17, and in the north midland division 18. 

Upon turning to the large cities of the United Kingdom still greater 
divergences are observed. ‘The mortality was at the rate of 19 in Birming- 
ham, 21 in Bristol, 22 in Hull, 24 in Sheffield, 26 in Salford, 31 in Manchester, 
32 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 50in Liverpool. In Edinburgh the rate of mortality 
was 23, in Glasgow 25, in Dublin 24. The excessively high rates of mortality 
are generally due to the invasion of cholera. 

It is well Leown that this epidemic raged around us in France, Belgium, 
and Holland earlier in the year, and during July it established itself in 
England, where it put the sanitary defences of nearly every district on the 
coasts to the test. Indeed, the cholera matter (cholerine) has evidently been 
diffused all over the kingdom ; for in every county, except Herefordshire and 
Rutiandshire, deaths from cholera have been , and diarrhoea bas 
prevailed to such an unusual extent as toimply the existence of some specific 
zymotic element. It was only, however, when that element was diffused by 
water, and by the wilful neglect of hygienic precautions, that the mortality 
became appalling. 

Thus, although the waters are yet by no means free from impurities, the 
people of London are no longer supplied, as they were in 1849, with unfiltered 
waters, contaminated by their own sewers ; and the deaths in the districts of 
the west, north, centre, and south of London were 1023 by cholera, and 1558 
by diarrhoea, among 2,430,046 people. Whereas 3691 deaths by cholera and 
740 by diarrhoea, that is, 4431 together, occurred in the East London districts, 
among 607,945 people supplied with water chiefly from the Old Ford reser- 
voir of one company. Deduct these deaths, and the deaths by cholera in 
London are reduced to 1023, while the deaths by cholera in England are re- 
duced from 10,365 to 6674. Again, of the 2022 deaths from cholera in Lan- 
cashire and Cheshire no less than 1603 were registered the Liverpool and 
West Derby districts alone.
